A Massachusetts County Which Supports 


[ a Growing and 
Profitable Imluatry. 


/ Where Much of Our Canned FrultR 


i and YejyetablDs Come From. 


I Norfolk county in this state is tlie center 
of the canning industry in the cast, and 
probably more farmers' produce is raised 
here directly for the factories than in any 
other county in the United States. It has 
n fertile soil, a genial climate and a pro- 
gressive class of farmers, and if they have 
not solved tho problem of big profits in 
farming thev htive, fit, ]p»««- .Uc.o« .-~* «»a *.it~ 
way to make their farms give them a good 
living. The question of finding a market 
for ail of their surplus goods is answered 
for them by tho factories, where nearly 
everything grown on the farm can be sold. 
Tho farms as a rule consist of five, ten and 
fifty acres, although there are some larger 
ones situated farther hack; but small 
farms prevail jn numbers and profitable- 
peas. 


Corn, tomatoes, be.ins, apples, aspara- 


gus and similar products are raised op 
these farms for the canning factories. 
JSvery season the farriicrs make a new 
agreement either to sell all of their pro- 
duce to the factories at so much per ton or 
bushel, or take their chances of marketing 
what they can in the cities and selling the 
surplus at the factories for whatever they 
can get. In some few instances the factory 
people owu the land and lease it to farm- 
ers who. sel) ojl their produpe fq them. 
Another method in vogue is to hire farm- 
ers to run tho farms at SQ much a year, 
and the factory people mako what they 
can from the bargain. 


About the 1st of September the canning 


concerns begin operations. Many of these 
fire owned by the lobster canning factory 
people on the coast, and it is after the lat- 
neries begin. 
The season extouds then 


well up into the fal) months, ending only 
when frost has killed late vegetables. A 
great many people are then required to 
rush things through, both on the farm and 
in the factories. Vegetahle gathering be- 
gins while the schools are closed for the 
summer vacation, and many children and 
women help in the work. In the cranberry 
district of Cape Cod the vacation is changed 
so that children can work at the bogs to 
piake a little money, and it is very prob- 
able that Ui<) BU turner vacation here would 
be changed if the vegetables did n.ot ripen 
at the proper time. 


Ope factory handles on the average 7«0 


to BOO bushels of tomatoes a day, and when 
the corn season pi-esses heavily the con- 
cern is capable of turning out 3,400 bush- 
els, although the average is about the 
same as that of the tomatoes. One acre of 
good corn yields generally from 1,300 to 
1,500 cans of corn, which nets the farmer 
between thirty and forty dollars per acre. 
A few exceptionally rich soils produce more 
than this, and one has yielded as high as 
2,200 cans. About 100 pounds of corn, cut 
from the pob and ready for boiling, fill 
sixty cans. 


The corn is brought !n the hu&k to the 


factory by the cartload. As soon as It ia 
husked it is cut off by patent knives and 
passed to the weigher, who gives the exact 
weight to the farmer and to the head of 
the factory. 
The corn has to be attended 


to as soon as it arrives, for if allowed to 
Btand any length of time it would heat 
and spoil. 
Generally the factory dislikes 


to handle corn that 1ms been hauled more 
than -four miles, or any that has not been 
fresh picked. The purchaser for the fac- 
tory always examines it carefully before it 
is given to the buskers. 


When the corn is weighed it is passed 


through a &eries of spindles which quickly 
take out all silk and cobs that may remain. 
After this nearly everything is done by 
machinery. It is passed into a hopper, and 
from this it is poured into cans that rotate 
around in frames. Another machine wipes 
the cans dry and shoves them along to 
hftve a patent cap put on and soldered 
down by men. A packer puts the cans in 
a rack, which carries three dozen fit a time 
to the hot water hath. In this the corn is 
thoroughly heated, and then a. hole is 
made in each can to allow tho steam and 
^lot air to escape. It is a critical moment 
then, and the men who handle the cans 
next must understand their business. Just 
as apon as the steam is out a drop of solder 
is put over the bole, and the cans are then 
ready for the final cooking. 


I A huge tank is arranged for thjs pock- 
ing, and it is done entirely by steam. Each 
facfpry has its time limit for cooking the 
corn, and (f js a trade secret that few care 
to divulge. The whole success of the proc- 
ess depends upon the amount pf cooking 
and the pressure of the steam at this point. 
When they are properly cooked the cans 
are turned over to the labelers and pack- 
ers, .who prepare them for market. 


Other vegetables receive similar treat- 


ment. Tho tomatoes are first scalded, and 
then carried to long benches where women 
rapidly take the peels off, after which they 
pass through the same process as the corn. 
Squashes are peeled entirely by machine, 
and the seeds taken out and the meat cut 
into slices by machine before being boiled 


crowded into cans. 
Paring machines 


are spinning around all the time, taking 
the peel off apples, pears and quinces. 
In 


fact, after they are prepared for the cans, 
all fruit and vegetables are treated about 
the same, with the exception o£ a ehfinge 
1n the time of cooking and the amount of 
sugar added to them. 


The output of one of these factories aver- 


ages about 170,000 2-pound cans of porn, 
the same amount of tomatoes and squashes. 
£0,000 cans of apples and the same of 
quinces, 5,000 cans of pears and 50,000 cans 
of beans. This means altogether between 
400,000 and 500,000 cans of fruits and veg- 
etables. Most of these cans -are the 2-ponnd 
ones, but a few are gallon cans. An idea 
pf the canning industry in the United 
States may be gathered from these figures 
when it is stated that there are more than 
2,000 canning concerns in the country. The 
output of many of them is much less, but 
II good majority average the highest fig- 
ures. The profits of the business for the 
factories appear to be satisfactory, for 
(here is generally a sale for all t>heir canned 
goods one season or another, and the farm- 
ers in this section at least are contented 
with their share in the enterprise.—Mas- 
sachusetts Cor. New York Post.

posed amenability of brutes to thecivil law 


The reader is first reminded thut the 


ancient laws of the Egyptians, Indians, 
Persians, Hebrews and Greeks attributed 
rights and duties to animals, and decided 
that equally with men animals were sub- 
ject tu i-irajsi! or blame, reward or puuisli- 
meut, For this reason severe penalties 
were instituted against men who took the 
life of animals, multi-fated or hurt them 
without reason, and equally bcvere penal- 
ties were awarded to animals for nets hurt- 
ful to the lives or property of men. Little 
by little these laws, which flourished 
wheu mankind was still childlike and in- 
genuous, fell into disuse as the human 
race became aware of its immense supe- 
riority, uud linally the cold and reasoning 
Romans denied to animals any rights and 
duties, and pronounced them to be void 
of conscience or peisonality, without, 
however, deciding that they were mere 
machines. 


Then came a reaction. 
The Middle 


Ages, distinguished for the predominance 
of iinagiutttiouover reason, leaped back at, 
a bound to superstition and barbarism, 
and all rights and duties were restored to 
Sffa? wrjen~tTreyc"bn7rn'itted any act hurtfvT 
to man or his works they were summoned 
as criminals and subjected to the rigor of 
the law. In the Sixteenth century this 
humanizi ng of animals began again to de- 
crease, until in the Seventeenth century it 
entirely disappeared. 


After 
this historical sketch, Signer 


d'Addosio considers the advance of science 
in relation to the animal kingdom. The 
theory of evolution, \vhioh, ascribes to 
brutes the rudiments of human attribute!?, 
is carefully reviewed. The modern school 
of science, says the author, declares that, 
in common with mankind, animals possess 
reason will, conscience, language, senti- 
ments and sociability, and that the whole 
differepce lies iu the more or Jess in quan- 
tity and not in quality. The modem penal 
school now begins to ask; "AVhut is 
crime?" aud itself replies that crime is a. 
natural phenomenon, common to plants 
and animalb equally with men. Now, 
slyly observes Signer d'Addosio, if this 
theory be carried out to its logical conse- 
quence, it would result that au animal 
which sinned agaiu&t human society ought 
to be punished for its crime, as it was in 
the Middle Ages. 


The curious lawsuits which were in tho 


Mlddlo Ages SQ pften Instituted against 
members of tho animal kingdom were 
sometimes penal, sometimes civil. 
Tho 


former were directed against animals that 
had destroyed human life, or resorted to 
magic and diabolical works, when the ac- 
cused were put in prison, tried, sentenced, 
condemned and executed according to all 
the formalities of lawsuits against human 
criminals. The civil suits were directed 
again&b such animals or insects as attacked 
and damaged corn fields, vineyards, or- 
chards, meaduvvs find so on, ot in any other 
way were hurtful to the possessions of 
men. 


When prayers and processions bad been 


resorted to in vain an appeal was made to 
the local ecclesiastical judge, whocited the 
destroyers to appear before him and nomi- 
nated advocates for and against. The in- 
habitants of the damaged district did the 
same, and the tri.il took place with solem- 
nity and with all the tedious details and 
long winded arguments of medieeval jus- 
tice and jurists. The sentence generally 
condemned the accused insects or animals 
to leave the invaded territory within a 
given date, on pain of curses aod exQdm- 
piunication, ou4 almost always assigned 
some uncultivated plac<i where they could 
retire and live as they p'eased. Often when 
the creatures, had beeu deaf to the sentence 
a new trial and verdict were undertaken to 
carry out the excommunication. 


There are given in the book, on the au- 


thority of official records, accounts of a 
vast number of trials of horses, cattle, 
fowls, dogs, goats, snakes, leeches, etc. 
The majority of cases are taken from the 
records of French courts, though Italy 
furnishes a goodly number. In Naples 
itself, for example, an ass was solemnly 
tiled and condemned to b.0 burned to 
death, a proceeding which called forth a 
scoffing poem from a wit of the period. 
Civil suits were generally directed against 
vermin, such as caterpillars, grubd, leeches, 
locusts, rats, mice and so on. 


Iu Hoi a suit was instituted against the 


leeches which infested the ponds in the 
neighborhood of Berne, in Switzerland, and 
the bishop of Lausanne, In his instructions 
to his parish priests of Berne, which in- 
structions were solemnly approved; of by 
the professors of the University of Heidel- 
burg, mentioned that it would be adviaa- 
ble to procure "some of the aquatic worms 
<-.nd place tneuj ijefui'c the magistrates " 
This was done, and the leeches, both those 
present and those absent, were ordered to 
leave the places they had so boldly Infested 
within three days on pain of incurring the 
malediction of God.— Is'ew York Tribune

In this, and place the pillowslips In the 
sun if you wish, but dp not make the mis- 
take of giving pillows, bolsters, cushions 
or anything containing feathers a long sun 
fcath, or you will do them more harm than 
good. — Exchange.

In 
India tho natn-es procure cobra venom by 
inducing the enraged reptiles to strike at a 
bhell, across which a leaf is stretched. 
Each of my snakes could bo depended upon 
to yield poison once a day, but it «as only 
a trace at a time—just a glistening .speck 
that you could hardly see.

19th icst. following the usual vent of 
free-trade journals contains a thinly 
veiled attack upon the industries of 
this town. Its text is the failure and 
assignment of the Bristol Rolling Mill 
Compa \y. 
Its assertion that "for 


nmny jenrs it paid a dividend to t lie 
stockln-lders under the old tariff" is, 
untrue. 
Since the reorganization 


four ye us ago a dividend has nevei 
bconpiid. The losses were largely 
made before the McKinlcy bill went 
into operation, and were fully known 
to the stockholders of the Company. 
A very serious loss of many thousand 
dollars was suffered by the failure of 
a large firm in New York City. 


After the McKiuley bill went into 


operation the manufacture of bar-iion 
and cotton ties was so stimulated in 
the United States that many mills were 
engaged in their manufacture. 
The 


practical f result has been that every 
pound of cotton iion consumed in the 
United States has been made in the 
United States, not a pound of it having 
been imported from England. 
The 


excessive competition in-Ibis country, 
stimul itud by the protective tariff, has 
reduced the price to the consumer fioni 
$2 00 per 100 pounds paid for English 
iron to $1.70 for American iron of 
equal quality in every particular. 


The Bristol Rolling Mill Company 


being jufortunately hampered by ex- 
cessive losses previously sustained, and 
still maintaining the same rate of 
wages that has always been paid and 
winch is paid by all other firms In this 
district whose works are operated by 
Amalgamated Union men, was unable 
to successfully compete with those of 
graater financial strength, although 
iion could have been profitably made, 
and the result has been the closing of 
the works.
